Soelal life was much simpler in Win- 


| Dipeg then than it is now. Even 
wealthy people sent their children to 
the public school quite as a matter of 
course, and many of the women wh 
are, now leaders in the younger mar- 
ried set were my schoolmates.

generation who are the product of pri- 
vate schools. 

1 do not mearfto say that twenty 
years ago Winnipeg was in the Golden 
Age of absolute social equality, but it 
had undoubtedly more of the pioneer 
spirit than it has today. Eveh then 
we had our fast set and our exclusive 
set, our snobs and our climbers, but 
I do not think that the mere ‘getting 
and spending of money was held to be 
of quite so much importance as it is 
today. Pecple who had “roughed it” 
more or less in the early days were, 
in most ‘cases, satisfied with a com- 
fortable home and an assured income. 
Even had they desired it, there was 
not the opportunity for ostentatious 
spending thet there_is now. 

Such conditions Made it possible for 
Mother and me to associate: with peo- 
ple of the sort with whom she had 
been brought up, and I can truthfully 
say that we were seldom handicapped 
socially by the fact that we had to 
make our own way in the world.

Founder of Montreal Honored 

ONOR to whom honor is due.is the motto of the Canada ; 
Steamship Lines, It is with this ideal in view that the 
Company decided to perpetuate the name of the first governor 
and. founder of Montreal, by placing at the head of the main 
stairway of the steamship of that name a full life-size painting of 
the famous Paul de Chomedey de Maisonneuve. The name is 
full of historic interest’ connected with the Island of Montreal. 
Before the coming of de Maisonneuve the greater part of the 
island was granted to Messrs. Charrier and Le Roger, but in 
1642 a society was formed in France combining crusader and 
martyr spirits. ; 

Headed by de Maisonneuve thirty-five members. of this 
society landed on the island on May 18th armed with powers 
from the King of France, who had ceded the whole of it to the 
society, known as the company of Our Lady of Montreal, for 
the purpose of colonization, despite the protests of Charrier 
and Le Roger. When Maisonneuve Iinded thé Spot wa®‘con- 
secrated by the Superior of the Jesuits who dedicated the small 
chapel, hastily erected, and: deposited the Host. The city was 
named Ville Marie but afterwards changed to Montreal. 

According to historians Maisonneuve sprang ashore and fel] 
on his knees, and his followers imitated his example. The new 
“Governor had_a warlike figure, erect and tall as the famous. 
artist, Suzor-Coté, ideally depicts him in the painting. On that 
eventful day. Maisonneuve visited the mountains aecompanied 
‘by two old Indians, and the following’ year sent his men to clear 
the road, after which a procession was formed by the Jesuits 
and proceeded to the top of the mountain. De Maisonneuve 
carried the Cross, and it was so heavy that he could scarcely 
ascend the mountain. The Indians subsequently became a great
